The Trial of Deeming Fairly Begun 
at Melbourne.

Brussets, April 28.—[By Cable and 
and Associated Press.] There has been 
another duel asa sequel to the Fox- 
Borrowe meeting. Comments in clubs, 
cafés and public places generally have 
been restricted, and, as a result of the 
varied comments, a duel took: place 
Wednesday evening between Harry 
Vane Milbank anda Frenchman whose 
name is not divulged. 


The duel occurred about two miles} 


from Ostend. The cause of the affair 
was a remark made by the Frenchman 
regarding the character of the Fox- 
Borrowe meeting. The Frenchman 
was woundedinthe hip. Nearly allthe 
details of the matter have been kept a 
profound secret. 

Later advices show that the French- 
man’s wound is of a very dangerous 
character. The pistols used were regu- 
lation duel pistols, and the duel was 
fought at a distance of twelve paces. 
The wounded man was taken aboard a 
a steam yacht lying off Ostend, and is 
being attended by friends. Milbank 
escaped without injury. His seconds 
were Lestrang and Fornier. * 


DEEMING'’S TRIAL. 
The Case Begun at Melbourne—He Con- 
fesses the ‘Ripper’ Murders. 

Me.sourns. April 28.—[By Cable and 
Assoviatad Press.| The judge refused 
to grant a further postponement of 
Deeming’s trial. The Standard an- 
nounces without reserve that Deeming 
confessed to his lawyers, who examined 
him, that he committed a majority of 
the Jack the Ripper crimes in White- 


| chapel. The article created a sensa- 


tion. 

When arraigned for trial today he 
showed much depression. Deeming lis- 
tened closely to the prosecutor’s por- 
trayal of his crimes. Counsel for the 
prisoner asked the judge to disregard 
the plea of guilty previously entered by 
Deeming. The judge said that ata 
later stage of the proceedings he would 
instruct the jury concerning the re- 
quest. The court then adjourned.

An explosion occurred, and the house 
caught fire and was soon smouldering 
ruins.

Victims of the Theater Fire 
in Philadelphia. 


Half a Dozen Theatrical People are 
Known to Have Perished. 


Others Missing and Probably Buried 
in the Debris. 


An Actor's Death While Attempting to 
Rescue His Wife—Search for the 
Bodies of Victims Not 
Yet P vssible. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

April 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press:] The destruction of 
the Grand Central Theater by fire last 
night proves far more terrible in its re- 
sults than was anticipated. Six mem- 
bers of the’ Devil’s Auction Company lie 
dead beneath the fallen walls. Nearly 
three-score of people are in the hos- 
pital suffering from burns. Of the men 
and boys in the hospital, seven are in 
such serious condition their recovery is 
doubtful. All were members of the 
audience. Besides those seriously 
enough hurt to remain in the hospital, 
fully fifty others were treated for minor 
injuries. 


The members of the company who 
lost their lives are Thomas Lorella, 

otesque, and his wife Flora, a ballet 

ancer; Vincentina Chibben, premier 

danseuse, one of the Chibben sisters: 
Fanchon Coniters, juvenile: Sarah Gol- 
den, ballet dancer; William Brooks, 
leading man. 

The injured who are likely to die are 
Harry McCoskey, 16 years old; James 
Pigeon, 14; Amoer Hinchliffe, 16; 
Rand Patterson, 15; Albert. Cle am- 
backer, 6; Thomas Atchison, 37; Ralph 
Frazer, 16. 

Samuel Wallace, a boy of 15, who at- 
tended The Devil's Auction performance 
at the Grand Central Theater last night, 
is reported missing, and it is believed 
he is also buried in the ruins, making 
the seventh victim of the fire. Lorella 
met death in an heroic attempt to save 
the life of his wife. He had escaped 
safely from the theater, supposing his 
wife had preceded him. Not finding 
her he returned to the theater, and, 
without heading the remonstrances of 
those about him, plunged into the 
dark, smoke-filled alléy~ ane did not re- 
appear. 

No attempt at recovering the bodies 
has yet been permitted owing to the 
dangerous condition of the ruins. Men 
are at work on the débris in front ot 
the Times annex nightand day, and the 
dangerous wall, eight stories high, over- 
hanging the street, will be pulled down, 
and then the work of recovering bodies 
will be commenced. None of the in- 
jured have died and all are tonight re- 
ported doing well. 

The Times loss is considerably smaller 
than first reported, as the cellar had 
double arches and preserved the presses 
from the weight of hundreds of tons of 
débris, so the presses and other machin- 
ery, valued at $200,000, escaped with 
comparatively little damage. The 
building was valued at $149,234, and 
is atotal wreck. The fixtures, which 
cost $40,000, are also ruined. The 
building will be rebuilt at once. The 
Times carried $110,000 insurance.

_-Country Roads and Blocks. 

Contra Costa county, in this State, 
has adopted a system of naming high- 
ways and numbering the frontages upon 
the same, which is calculated to stimu- 
late rural improvements and give to 
outlying sections many of the advan- 
tages ofacity. The system is so well 
adapted to Los Angeles county, with its 
numerous horticultural settlements and 
small farms, that we venture upon a 


somewhat detailed description in the 


hope that it may lead to some practical 
results. 
Commencing at the county seat and 


moving around the points of the com-4 
‘pass the roads radiating north are first 


nimed and numbered, then east, south 
and west in regular order. The roads 
are not named for any particular town 
or settlement, neither for any living 
resident, and the possessive case is uni- 
formly avoided. Indian .and Spanish 
names are favored, but only those are 
taken which are easily spelled and pro- 
nounced. One name is made to apply 
to a road throughout its entire length, 
thus avoiding confusion. 

The lines of roads are measured and 
blocked off, ten imaginary blocks to the 
mile. These blocks have only frontage; 
not depth nor thickness. This makes 
the length of each block 528 feet, 176 
yards, 32 rods, or 8 chains. 

Two numbers are assigned to each 
block; the odd ones upon the left and 
the even ones upon theright. It makes 
no difference whether the block has an 
entrance upon it or not, the number is 
assigned just the same, and it is always: 
available should a building be erected. 
Each house has the number of the block 
upon which the entrance is_ located. 
The second and all succeeding houses 
have the same number, but followed by 
a distinguishing letter, 426, 426a, 
426b, etc. 

The numbers indicate distances from 
the commencement of the road which 
can be very quickly ascertained by a 
short mental calculation, and any school 
child who understands decimal frac- 
tions will have no difficulty in doing so. 
As there are two numbers toeach block, 
divide the house numbers by two, which 
will give the number of blocks from the 
starting peint. As there are ten blocks 
to the mile, divide this result by ten, 
or point off one decimal and the dis- 
tance in miles and tenths is shown. 
There being two numbers to each block, 
if a house number is odd, one should be 
added to it in order to complete the 
block before calculating the distance. 
For instance, house No. 685 is the same 
distance from the starting point as No. 
686, just opposite, so to calculate the 
distance of No. 685, add one, making it 
No 686; divide by two, or half it, mak- 
ing 8438; divide again by ten, or point 
off one figure, and we have 34.3—tiat 
is, in common fractions, 34 3-10 miles 
from the beginning of the road. A fit- 
tle practice will enable any one to make 


this calculation very quickly and easily. . 


In connection with this, a most com- 
plete system of sign boards is to be 
erected at crossings, indicating direc- 
tions and distances to all neighboring 
settlements, towns arid cities. There 


are to be mile posts and half-mile posts | 


along the line, and every other ap- 
proved guide for telling a wayfarer his 
whereabouts. 

This system promises to be valuable, 
not only in facilitating communication 
and designating places of residence, 
but it is sure to instill into rural resi- 
dents an interest in their thoroughfares 
which will lead to improvement. 
Roads which elicit so much attention 
are sure to be graded, aligned with 
trees and provided with sidewalks. 

We venture that no form of public 
improvement could be inaugurated in 


Los Angeles county which would ac-’ 


complish so much for the common ben- 
efit, at a comparatively slight cost, as 
a system of road naming and numbering 
as above outlined. We trust that the 
idea will be taken up in earnest by the 
Supervisors and local improvement so- 
cieties and worked out toa practical 
conclusion. Los Angeles cvunty is de- 
signed by nature for a garden spot and 
fine roads are the first essential, We 
need not only broad avenues and ex- 
tended highways, but we want shady 
cross-roads and rustic by-paths rivaling 
the much-talked-of rural walks of En- 
gland and the continent of Europe. 


THe sentiment of the country is set- 
ting strongly against the Texas cow- 
boys who hired themselves out like a 
band of Hessians to raid the Wyoming 
‘“rustlers.’?

CLEVELAND (O.,) April 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At the last moment 
before the reassembling of the Repub- 
lican State Convention this’ morning 
the fight between the friends of Fora- 
ker and Sherman over delegates-at- 
large to the national conventign was 
settled by an arrangement. to fe 
McKinley, Foraker and Busitl 
Hahn, thus dividing evenly. 

McKinley called the convention to 
ordex and delivered a brief address of 
encouragement as to the outlook for the 
coming campaign. His references to 
Harrison and Blaine were loudly ap- 
plauded. The Committees on Rules 
and Order of Business reported, and it 
became apparent that the machinery 
had been greased and was running 
smoothly, for the expected fight be- 
tween Sherman and Foraker men did not 
break out and the committees’s reports 
were adopted without division, as was 
that of the Committee on Resolutions 
also. 

The platform expresses confidence in 
the principles of the Republican party 
which carried the country in 1888. It 
indorses. President Harrison without 

ualification and commends the admin- 

tration. It indorses the administra- 
tion of Gov. William McKinley, Jr., 
and declares adherence to the 
McKinley Tariff Bill and _ reci- 
procity clause thereof. It declares 
that the Democratic party, after 
witnessing its beneficent operations 
for a single vear, although coming 
into power with the avowed purpose of 
wiping the law from the statute books, 
deliberately determined it an inexpe- 
dient and unsafe policy to attempt its 
repeal or modification, except as to 
less than half a dozen out of the 
thousand items.

Whitelaw RKeid’s Address to the Dele 

gates—Ticket and Platform. 

Aupany (N. Y.,) April 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.|] It was said this 
morning that the sentiment among the 
delegates to the Republican convention 
was so generally for Harrison that it 
would not be necessary to instruct the 
national delegates for him. Chairman 
Brookfield, of the State Committee, 
called the convention to order at noon. 
William A. Sutherland was chosen tem- 
porary chairman.

The Monetary Conference Re- 
garded as a Humbug. 


Washington Officials Posted as to 
the Doings of Sealers. 


How Protective Tariff Has Built Up 
the Tin-plate Industry. © 


Secretary Blaine Able‘ to Make an Argu- 
ment Before a Senate Committee 
—Other Matters at the 
National Capital. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 28.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Herald’s Washington 
special says: ‘'‘For the sake ofa few 
New England mugwumps we are likely 
to lose anumber of Democratic silver 
States,’ declared Congressman Bland. 
Bland has apparently abandoned all 
hope of silver legislation at the present 
session of Congress. He does not ad- 
mit this in so many words, but does not 
talk hopefully of getting his bill up 
again in the House, and he knows there 
is little chance that the Senate will take 
the initiative in passing a bill, Bland 
was asked what States the Democrats 


are likely to lose this fall because of, 


their failure to pass the silver bill. He 
named North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas. 

‘**What do you think of the proposi- 
tion for a monetary conference?’ 

‘Bland received the suggestion with 
a scornful sniff and said: ‘That does 
not fool ‘anybody. There will be no 
more monetary conferences. The Pres- 
ident does not want a monetary confer- 
ence. England does not want a mone- 
tary conference, nor New England, nor 
do the bankers of Wall street.’ They 
are alin cahoots. This is merely a po- 
litical trick on the part of the Presi- 
dent. Hesimply wants to tide over the 
situation until the next election. He 
has no expectation that there will be a 
monetary conference, nor have I.’ 

*‘Bland said the Committee on Rules 
might bring upin the order of calling 
the Silver Bill again, and keep -it 
before the House until disposed of, but 
when asked if he thought they would do 
it, he replied that he could not tell 
what they would do. 

‘These views of Bland seem to be 
shared by Paogh of Alabama, an ardent 
silver man, and strong opponent of the 
nomination of C.eveland. He agrees 
with Bland in thinking that a number 
of Southern States are doubtful with an 
anti-free-coinage candidate. He goes 
further and insists that North Carolina 
and South Carolina will be carried by 
the Republicans at the autumn election 
if the Democrats renominate Cleveland 
or any candidate with decided anti-sil- 
ver views. | 

***Humbug’! was. the ‘ejaculation of 
Senator Stewart of Nevada when asked 
what he thought of the President’s plan 
for an international silver conference. 
‘The President talks about an enlarged 
use of silver,’ said the Senator; ‘there 
can be no enlarged use of silver except 
to use it for money. He is talking non- 
sense. I intend to make aspeech about 
‘it at the first opportunity.’” 


THE TIN-PLATE INDUSTRY. 


A Report on Its Remarkable Growth Un- | 


der Protection. 

Wasuineton, April 28.—Ira I. Ayer, 
special agent of the Treasury, has sub- 
mitted to Secretary Foster an exhaust- 
ive report on the tin-plate business of 
the country, the’ manufacture of tin- 
plate and growth of the industry. The 
report makes the following showing: 

For the quarter ending September 
80, 1891, five manufacturers reported 
tin plates, 152,152 pounds;  terne 
plates, 674,000 pounds; .total, 827.,- 
000 pounds. For the quarter ending 
December 81, eleven manufacturers re- 
ported, tin plates, 216,000 pounds; 
terne plates, 1,194,000 pounds; total, 
1,410,000 pounds. For the quarter 
March 31, 1892, nineteen manufactur- 
ers reported, tin plates, 1,100,000 
pounds ; terne plates, 1,904,000 pounds; 
¢otal, 3,004,000 pounds. 
' These figures do not include the pro- 
duction of sheet-iron or sheet-steel 
used in the manufacture of articles and 
tinned or terne plated, estimated at 
2,000,000 pounds. Ayer figures that 
American manufacturers, in order to 
maintain the duty om tin plates after 
October 1, 1897, must produce in one 
of the six years ending at that date, 
50,000,000 pounds of tin and terne 
plates weighing lighter than 68 pounds 
to the square foot. Ayer says that in- 
dications are that under the existing 
conditions the production of the coun- 
try before the close of the second fiscal 
year will be in excess of an annual rate 
of 200,000,000 pounds. 


NEWS OF THE SEALERS. 
The Treasury Department Fully Informed 
of the Poachers’ Doings. | 

April 28.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Treasury Depart- 
ment has just received its first tidings 
from Alaska and Bering Sea this season, 
the advices bearing date of March 9. 
At that time there were 100 vessels, 
known as poachers, flying either the 
American or the British flag in the 
waters contiguous to the _ territory 
where seals abound. A list of these 
crafts was sent to Secretary Foster for 
his information, with the names of the 
masters of the vessels and complement 
ofeach. Little sealing has been at- 
tempted yet, although a few sea otters 
have been killed. 

It has been arranged that the ratifica- 
tions of the Bering Sea treaty of arbi- 
tration between the United States and 
Great Britain shall be exchanged in 
London next week instead of at Wash. 
ington, as originally contemplated. 
The change was made in. order to expe- 
dite the final negotiations.

A- RAILWAY DEAL 


Another Result of Gould's Recent Trip 
to the South. 

Et Paso (Tex.,) April 28.—|By the 
Associated Press.] One of the largest 
and mostimportant railroad deals in 
the, history of El Paso was consummated 
today when Jay Gould became owner of 
what is known as the El Pasoand White 
Oaks Railroad. Receiver Davis's report 
of the Kansas City, El Paso and Mex- 
ican Railroad Company (White Oaks, ) 
showing the sale of the road made to 
Jay Gould for $50,000 was presented 
te District Judge Falvey and the Court 
was asked to approvethe sale. After 
*xamination of the report and hearing 
evidence the sale was approved. 

Gould states that the line will be 
pushed through the State line between 
Texas and New Mexico, but has not 
disclosed the ultimate destination of the 
road. From other reliable sources it is 
learned that the road will extend 
through Lincoln county, N. M., tapping 
the great coal fields of White Oaks and 
the cattle-growing, mining and lumber 
districts, on to Washburn in the Pan- 
handle of Texas, where it will meet the 
Fort Worth and Denver, which is part 
of the Union Pacific system, and also 
the St. Louis, Fort Scott and Wichita, 
the scuthern division of the Missouri 
Pacific and Kansas, thus placing El 
Paso in direct communication with all 
ef Mr. Gould’s great railway systems.

A Negro Hanged by a Mob for a Bratal

a negro and ex-convict, was hanged by 
a crowd of citizens near Goodlettsville 
this morning for outraging Mary Bruce 
(white.)

A Proposition for its Purchase by the 
' Government, 

Mrxneaporis, April 28.—|[By the As- 

sociated Press.| IEx-Senator Miller ad- 


dressed a large andience tonight on the 


subject of the Nicaragua Canal, under 
the auspices of the Minneapolis Board 
of Trade. Inthe course of his speech 
he called attention to the fact that 
though it was a private enterprise he 


(had been invited by the Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee of the Senate to make 
a proposition looking to the transfer of 
the canal company as it now stands, 
with an expenditure of $6,000,000, to 
the United States. In response, ‘he 
had gone to Washington and offered to 
make the transfer for what the ¢com- 
mittee itself would say was the face 
price, considering the expenditure al- 
ready made and the time and labor 
already involved. But he denied em- 
phatically that he volunteered any 
proposition looking tqthe transfer of 
his company’s rights to the Govern- 
ment of the United States or in dny 
way tried to lobby a bill having that end 
in view. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 


Several Lives Lost by a Fire in an Apart- 
ment House, 

New York, April 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| In a fire that partly 
burned the Cayuga flats at Nos. 109 
and 111 Thirty-first street today three 
tenants lost their lives aud two others 
lost their lives and two others were 
badly and probably fatally injured. 
The dead are William Alexander and 
Miss Elizabeth Jones and Mrs. Alexan- 
der, sisters. The bodies were so disfig- 
ured as to be unrecognizable. Dr. 
James E. Briggs was badly burned about 
the face, arms and body and will prob- 
ably die. Miss Catherine was badly 
burned and her chances of recovery are 
slight. ..Henry Hanton, a fireman, was 
burned about the face and arms.

The fumes of 
the naphtha reached a candle near by, 
caught fire and set the lounge, doctor: 
and house on fire. Simultaneously a 
can containing the inflammable stuff ex- 
ploded with a report that shook the 
house and blew the doctor’s front 
window out on to the street. 

The fire spread with great rapidity 
and the building was soon gutted. The 
loss is $150,000. After the fire was 
out the firemen came unexpectedly upon 
the bodies of the two women in the 
wreck of the fallen stairs on the third 
floor landing. 


Basiness Blocks Burned. 

Hupson (N. Y.,) April 28.—Fire this 
morning destroyed the business portion 
of the town, burning fifteen buildings. 
The loss is $100,000. 

Reep City (Mich.,) April 28.—The en- 
tire business portion of the town of 
Chase, consisting of sixty-three stores 
and dwellings, was destroyed by fire 
last night, causing an estimated loss of 
$100,000, with little or no insurance.

Anothers would- 
be passengers for New York and sev- 
eral for way ports applied for passage, 
but were refused accommodations be- 
cause, asthe purser put it, they were 
too full already, every berth being 
taken. 

The passenger referred to as being 
refened for New York was Josiah K. 
Fuller of Los Angeles, and he was justly 
indignant at the unfair action of the 
company in continuing to discriminate 
against passengers from Southern Cai- 
ifornia. 

Mr. Fuller was seen on board the 
train just before it started and made 
the following statement to a Sun rep- 
resentative: 

“For some time it has been my de- 
sire to go via the Panama route to New 
York, but I have not cared to make the 
trip alone. Some weeksago I received 
a visit from some old New York friends, 
James F. Thomson and wife, and they 
expressed their intention of returning 
by a Pacific mail steamer. J then de- 
cided to accompany them,, and have 
since beén looking forwarded with 
great pleasure to the trip. 

On Thursday, April 14, Mr. Thom- 
son, who was then in Sah. Francisco, 
went to the Pacific Mail office to pur- 
chase tickets for himself, wife, sister, 
Mrs. Waite and her daughter. He also 
spoke about aticket forme. The cleik 
said he thought the list was full, but 
afterward discovered that the party of 
five could be accommodated. Mr. 
Thomson purchased his ticket. and on 
Saturday, the 16th, I telegraphed from 
Los Angeles, asking that a verth be re- 
served forme. In reply I received a 
statement that the vessel was full. I, 
however, thought it might be possible 
to secure passage from San Diego, and 
so came down on Tuesday afternoon, 
prepared to go. Accompanied by my 
daughter, whocame down to see me off, 
I went to the steamer shortly after her 
arrival yesterday morning, hunted up 


‘the purser and made application for 
/passage,to New York. 


In reply, I was informed that the ves- 
sel was full and no more passengers 
could be accommodated. Pressing the 
matter further Mr. Richardson said, ‘It 
is as much as my situation is werth to 
comply with your request, as I have per- 
emptory orders not to take passengers 
from San Diego.’’ Thisseemed tosettle 
the matter and I was therefore com- 
pelled to go ashore. It was a bitter 
disappointment to me.

| to the above, Mr. Fuller said that he 


would gladly do so, or anything else he 
could to assist San Diego in her fight 
against the company. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Mr, Wells’s Report of His San Francisco 
‘Trip. 


C. M. Wells, in a conversation with a 
Times reporter yesterday, stated that 
the World’s Fair Convention at San 
Francisco last week showed that South- 
ern California was farther advanced 
and.ad everything pertaining to her 
proposed exhibit at the exposition more 
fully in hand than any other portion of 
the State. ‘‘We had ourchoice of pres- 
ident and organization,’’ he said, “‘and 
nothing passed the convention that we 
did not approve or could not have de- 
feated if we chose.’’ 

It.is so. arranged that within the State 
building each county will make a élass 
exhibition of all its products, each 
county receiving full credit for the por- 
tion it furnishes. The expense of 
transporting and arranging this ex- 
hibit will be borne by the State board. 
In addition to this egch county will be 
allowed to make a separate exhibit of 
its products in the State building at its 
own expense. Southern California 
strongly prefers to make her display a 
classified exhibit in the State display. 
‘Southern California does not favor the 
proposed plan of holding a dress re- 
hears f her World’s Fair exhibit 
at MeCfanics’ Pavilionin San Fran- 
cisco in September and October,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Wells. ‘She prefers to 
hold her own dress rehearsal ata later 
date|in Southern California.”’

The W.R.C. flower festival opened yester- 
day in the clrapel of Throop University. 
In a day's time the industrious members of 
this popular and philanthropic organization 
transformed the spacious chapel into a ver- 
itable bower of beauty, and the opening 
yesterday evening wasa brilliant one. It 
was as if a score of private con- 
servatories and a dozen florists’ shops, 
and ali the out-door fioral wealth 
of Southern. California had been rolled 
into one, and .with well-dressed peo- 
ple, young, old and middle-aged, walk- 
ing about and talking like at an afternoon 
teaorevening party. There were solid, 
substantial men of wealth and business af- 
fairs with their stately wives and good- 
looking daughters; there were school teath- 
ers with scholars by their side, to whom 
was explained the puzzling Latin names of 
the plants, and there were courting couples, 
who sought out the shady bowers and dim- 
lit foliage nooks, who wished that instead 
of being a mass of variegated bloom the 
floor had been cleared for dancing. 

The exhibit is probably the most elabo- 
rate ever seenin Pasadena. The visitor en- 
ters beneath a floral archway, an ingeni- 
ously constructed screen of flowers and 
evergreens, shutting offa viewof the hall, 
until the entrance fee was deposited. The 
large front window to the, right contains 
nothing but wild fiowers, but of these there 
are over 200 varieties, so that this is a 
show in itself. The potted plants and flowers 
are artistically.arranged in the window ad- 
joining on the south. Tothe left of the en. 
tranceis the candy booth, which is cer- 
tainly attractive enough to insure a tre- 
mendous trade. To the left of this, and 
filling up the north side of the room, are 
two of the largest designs—a sail boat 
filled, sails and ail; with roses, and a model 
of the San Gabriel Mission, perfect in all 
its details, even tothe bells. The latter de- 
sign is composed chiefiy of lilies, set off 
with roses. Two visitors—an elderly gen- 
tleman and wife—said yesterday atternoon 
that these designs surpassed anything they 
had seen at Santa Barbara. At the north. 
east co-ner of the hall a well of flowers at- 
tracts special attention, and those who tried 
it last night speak in raptures of the 
liquid licacies its depths give 
forth. Adjoining is the ice-cream booth, 

‘set in an alcove. where, amid a wealth of 
floral decorations, the visitor may enjoy 
the daintiest of refreshments. Near the 
center of the hall stands a tent of white 
roses, a cannon prettily decorated and 
various warlike paraphernalia, presenting 
a pleasant reminder of camp life. Of the 
numerous other designs that attract atten- 
tion, mention should be made of a huge 
floral triangle arranged in honor of the 
Knights of Pythias and the Pythian Sisters. 

The show is something that must be seen 
to be appreciated, and it would be adifiicult 
matter to justly describe its merits. To- 
morrow morning will be devoted especially 
to children, and the young people who come 
will be admitted for 10 cents. One little 
girl yesterday broughtin 102 varieties of 
wild fiowers. The prizes will be awarded 
at 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon.

The Testimony All in and the Argu- 


ments Commenced. 


Progress of the Second Trial of 
Lyman Ayer. 


The State Closes Its Case and the Defense 
Pats on Several Witnesses—Litigu-

MYSTERIOUS FIRE. 


Almost a Serious Coafiagration on South 
Broadway. 

At 5:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
there came near being a serious fire on 
Broadway, at No. 820, in a lodging- 
house owned by Judge Bowman of 
Duarte and conducted by Mrs. E. M. Ed- 
wards. 

The fire started in a vacant room on 
the second floor in the rear, and before 
the alarm was given the whole rear por- 
tion of the house was in flames, and for 
a time it looked as if the whole building 
would be burned to the ground, 

The department was en the ground 
as soon as possible and had a stream on 
the roof where the fire seemed to hare 
concentrated At one time it looked 
as if the whole house would go, and fire- 
men and police began to move furniture 
and the lodgers’ effects to the sidewalk. 
A few minutes later the firemen got the 
flames under control nnd the main body 
of the house was saved, 

The by fire and water will not 
exceed $500, The house was fully in- 
sured. 

There is considerable mystery sur- 
rounding the origin of the fire. is is 


the third time within the past few 


months that a fire has been started, but 
it is the first time that the department 
has been called out. The fire started 
in a closet in a room that contained 
nothing but a few pieces of old bedding. 

There had been no fire'in the room 
and far as is known no one had visited 
the room. The furniture and carpets 
in the house of Officer Shannon, adjoin- 
ink. were somewhat damaged by water. 

There came near being a serious acci- 
dent on the corner of Spring and Sec- 
ond streets. One of the chemical en- 
gines was being driven as rapidly 
as possible to the fire, and when 
the team reached a point near 
Second street an old  express- 
man drove in front of the fire 
wagon and planted himself between a 
horse car and the sidewalk, not leavi 
room enough for the fire wagon, which 
was immediately behind him, to 
pass, Thedriver of the chemical en- 
gine turned his horses short to the left, 
and had he not been an excellent driver 
he would have run into the street car, 
which was crowded with women and 
children. As it was, his off horse ran 
against the rear end of the car and was 
thrown violently to the ground. The 
horse was badly injured, but no further 
damage was done. The expressman’s 
stupidity might have caused the loss of 
a number of livea and it is a pity that 
he cannot be punished in some way.

DANGEROUS NOTES. 


Advertising Notes Seized by a Secret Ser- 
vice Agent. : 

United States Secret Service Agent 
Harris returned to this city a few days 
ago from atrip through the Southern 
portion of the State in search of mak- 
ers of spurious coin, says the San Fran- 
cisco Call of Wednesday. 

In different towns large quantities of 
imitation dollar notes having a small 
advertisement printed in an obscure 
corner were seized and confiscated. 
One ofthe imitations was a spurious 
note of the Commonwealth Bank of 
Philadelphia of the dollar denomina- 
tion. It was very well executed and 
frequent complaints were received by 
the authorities at Washington, D. C., 
regarding them, who ordered the agent 
south to investigate the matter. ) 

The following merchants were found 
to be using the notes for advertisin 
purposes contrary to law, as specific 
by section 83709 of the Revised Stat- 
utes: Lothrop & Noble, Stockton, Cal. ; 
J. L. Lomson, No. 120 Spring street, 
Los Angeles, Cal.; Cohn Bros., Pomona, 
Cal..and Westover & Dam, Oakiand. 
All had large quantities of the notes in 
their possession, which wereconfiscated 
by Agent Harris. 

The makers of the stuff were found to 
be C. W. Findley & Co., who carry on a 


216 North Third street, in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., where the plates were found 
and confiscated by the Eastern agents. 

In the hands of unscrupulous persons 
the imitations were sufficiently good to 
be dangerous.

The Grand 
Parlor refused to allow the secretary 
an assistant, but increased his salary 
$700, and he has thé option of employ- 
ing an assistant. 

e per capita tax for the ensuing 
year was fixed at 90 cents, one-half 
payable in July next and the balance in 
January, 1898. 

The Finance Committee recommended 
that the $8000 borrowed from the 
Board of Relief be returned to that 
body by the Grand Treasurer as soon as 
possible. 

Percy V. Long of Haywards was nom- 
nated for the office of Grand Outside 
Sentinel by Louis Freer; Past Grand 
President Decker nominated Gus Weiss 
of Martinez.

GRAND PRESIDENT THOMAS J. FLINT. 

Thomas J. Flint of Hollister, who was 
elected to the office of Grand President 
of the Native Sons of the Golden West 
yesterday, was bornin 1858, in Saa 
Juan, San Benito county, and is 84 
years of age. By occupation Grand 
President Flint isa farmer and orch- 
ardist. He was educated at Golden 
Gate (now Hopkins) Academy, situated 
at Oakland, and Dartmouth College, 
New Hampshire, with degrees of A.B. 
and A.M. from the latter institution. 
Grand President Flint is a member of 
the Masonic Fraternity, belonging to 
the Knights Templar and Royal Arch 
Masons, and is closely identified with 
the Patrons of,Husbandry. In this lat- 
ter organization Mr. Flint has always 
counseled with his fellow-members and 
in the discussion of agricultural matters 
Mr. Flint is recognized asa leader. In 
the order of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West Grand President Flint has 
filled with honor to himself and credit 
to the order the offices of Grand Treas- 
urer and Grand Trustee. Last year at 
Santa Rosa Mr. Flint waselected Grand 
Vice-President, and at present fills the 
honorable position of State Senator 
from the Thirty-fifth Senatorial District 
of California, comprising the counties of 
San Benito and Monterey. 


GRAND VICE-PRESIDENT GREANY. 

John T. Greany, who was unanimously 
elected Grand Vice-President, was born 
in San Francisco on June 17, 1860, and 
has continuously resided in that city 
where he was educated, both in the 
common schools and at St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, from which he graduated in 1881 
with the degree of Master of Arts. 


and general manager for Philip A. 
Roach, late administrator of the famous 
estate of Thomas H. Blythe, deceased, 
and while acting in that capacity his 
accounts have been the most volumi- 
nous filed in the Probate Court of San 
Francisco and have been the subject of 
much compliment. 

While such general manager he fol- 
lowed the study of the law and is now 
one of the leaders of the younger mem- 
bers of the bar in San Francisco, 

He has been a member of Pacific Par- 
lor, No. 10, for nine years and has been 
one of the representatives of that par- 
lor in the Grand Parlor for the past six 

ears. 

As chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
peals and Grievances, ,the most impor- 
tant committee of the Grand Parlor, he 
has shaped some of the best and safest 
decisions and legislation. 

He was elected Grand Trustee at Chico 
in 1890 by the largest vote ever fre- 
ceived by a candidate for that office, 
and at Santa Rosa in 1891 he was

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BACK IN THE YUKON, 


SCHWATKA AND PARTY EX- 
PLORE ARIVER. 

Fhe Newberry, a Tributary of the Yukon, 
Mas Many Names—A Moose Taken Into 
Camp—Bark of the Lynx Causes a 
Little Surprise.

Yukon River, British N. W. T., 
Tune 24, 1891.—The last letter left us 
it the entrance to the araining river of 
Ah’k-klain.

— on it, near its head, it is about 
ne hundred and twenty-five yards wide 
and a current of four to five miles an 
our. There were myriads of 
ywallows burrowing in the white 
tlay. I noticed recently the 
comments of a northern traveler 
who asserts that the dense. swarms of 
mosquitoes so common near the Arctic 
circle are always found just beyond the 
northern limit of the swallows’ homes, 
drawing laudable inferences as to the 
usefulness of these birds as mosquito 
destroyers. Now I found them 
living in comparative harmony or, at 
least, the swallows made no appreci- 
eble inroads on the pests. ‘ 
Late in the afternoon we saw two 
large otter among the submerged brush 
on the west bank. They seemed to be 
playing as we came suddenly upon them 
and both parties were so surprised at 
the encounter that each stared the 
other out of countenance before the 
big brutes realized there was any 
danger or the humans that they had 
weapons to make it dangerous. We did 
not bring any otter skins home with 
us. The first indication of Indians on 
the river was not one of life but the 
“reverse. The next day we passed a re- 
cently made grave on the east bank. 
Over it was a tent with two shaved 
logs, 10 to 12 feet high, alongside. 
It was ble that the victim may 
have fallen to the yavages of “la 
. grippe” for it has been epidemic among 
the tribes of the far Northwest 
as 1 ascertained at different points. 
We often tied the folding canvas boats 
together for company’s sake, but we 
soon stopped this, however, for in 
rounding a rough rocky t we came 
suddenly into a short chute of rapids 
at played havoc with the boats tied 
together, shipping water and dashin 
spray over some books and papers | 
out formap-making, etc. The boats had 


stood about twice this height 
of waves before on the 
lake, ridin them like ducks, 


but tied together they were unmanage- 
eble asaraft. We pulled ashore, built a 
fire and dried out the worst splashed 
books and papers. These side rapids 
were quite common, but the worse dan- 
peepee properly managed boat was not 
n the rolling of the waves they formed 
s0 much as in the high banks they often 
cut under, and which occasionally came 
tumbling down ina way that would 
sink acanal boat let alonea light canoe. 
Several times during the day we saw 
tho river ont of its banks and ata few 
ts reaching from bluff to bluff. 
ame trails on the side hills were oc- 
casionally seen, but gone of them com- 
paratively. fresh. This is the land of 
moose and caribon, the latter being de- 
cidely the greater trail-making animal 
of the two; the former more of a ramb- 
ler through the river bottoms and low 
valle Just before camping we could 
sce distant blue mountains, probably 
twenty to twenty-five miles away, and 
zy aspect generally 
dicates a aistant stream and, if 
sO in this ‘case, we surmised it 
to be the Yukon. That day’s run was 
fifty-eight mileS, our best record. Just 
after camping one of the party saw a 
darge cat-like animal] in the woods that 
was hastily disappearing. The lynx is 
ie only one of the cat family in these 
northern woods, although I have 
heard a miner assert there was a cur- 
rent rumor, generally believed, that a 
panther had been seen in the Yukon 
valley near the Alaskan-British bound- 
ary.

the pests. I feel sure I 
© not exagyerate when I state I found 
e half dozen in 1888 to every one in 
\6OL. The miners have the usual gro- 
besque frontier exaggeration to express 
their ideas of this numerous insect. 
Dune declared he found them so abun- 
dant between the Yukon and Hota- 
lingua rivers that he could make several 
saber cuts through the dense swarm 
with his bowie knife and holding it 
nloft see the blood trickle from the 
blade, while @ tobacco-chewing com- 
panion asserted that at one locality on 
e Yukon he would have to thrust his 
Winchester rifle barrel into the mass 
and withdraw it quickly to get a place 
to spit. Again the forenoon of the 24th 
we heard a lynx dcream in the woods 
of a heavily timbered valley leading off 
to the West and showing that these an- 
imals were fairly numerous in these 


parta Early in the ‘afternoon of that 


is chroni- 


day as we were slowly drifting 
down rear the western bank, 
the boats close together, a moose 
was secn on the ty bank brows- 
ing on the low trailing deciduous bush 
and apparently unaware of our pres- 
ence, The Winchester 40-82 rifle was 
in Russell’s boat, and to him fell the 
risk of a shot at the animal from the 
turning boat, a good honest 150 to 200 
yards away. The movveinents in the 
oats attracted the attention of his 
mooseship just as a low branching cot- 
tonwood tree was brought between us 
by the boats drifting and the slow 
walking of the avimal itself. This pre- 
vented a fair, fullshot at the very 
moment when the best shotat large 
ame is nearly Slways ted, or 
ust when an animal first notices his 
enemy and remains rigidly fixed and 
for a few seconds,seemingly 
uncertain what todo. The moose now 
stepped partially out from cover to sat- 
isfy its curiosity as toour identity and 


the next second the rifle cracked, 
the animal plungi forward 
as if struck, ut after several 


stumblings due either to the effect of 
the shot or the tangled drift wood 
through which it plunged, it wheeled, 
and before another effective shot could 
be made, disappeared in the woods. 
From our point of yiew we could see 
that the moose was on an island, and 
hoping that it had been hit hard 
enough to make it reluctant to take to 


| the water beyond the island we got out 


our oars in a jiffy and rowed across as 
only excited Nimrods can when the 
prize is a big one; losing less in down- 
ward drift than the width of the river, 
despite the swift current. It feli to 
Russell to finish his work, but with no 
shot heard by us, we felt sure he had 
failed when we saw him returning in 
the distance. n rejoining us he 
said he had seen the moose in at a 
great distance running, but tead of 
one there was a herd of three, and 
that none of them. appeared to be in- 
ured in the least; all disappearing 
n a twinkle just as he fairly set his 
eyes upon them. But the mostsurpris- 
ing part of all to everybody was the 
fact that there was a dead two-year-old 
moose bull, just recently killed, about 
one hund yards up the river from 
where the boats had stopped and BRus- 
sell had first landed. It had been 
found by Russell, who, after seeing the 
others safely out of sight, had returned 
by way of the cottonwood tree to de- 
termite if he could find any traces to 
verify that he had wounded the animal 
shot at, and was utterly dumbfounded 
and correspondingly elated +o find that 
he had a whole mosse carcass to prove 
it; the animal having been instantly 
killed by a shot through the 
heart, the very part at which he had 
aimed. There seemed to be only one 
way to explainit. When the first shot 
was fired at the partially hidden moose 
it was instantly killed, but just as it 
dropped a near comrade, that had not 
been seen at all, rushed into sight and 
by dancing deliriously through the 
driftwood had led us to believe it was 
wounded but after wheeling and join- 
ing the two others in the brush had 
escaped as narrated. Russell’s rifle 
had only stopped the moose but his 
curiosity had secured us the meat which 
otherwise would have been passed by 
and we would have chronicled this 
hunting- incident as a failure. This 
moose was the first large game Russell 
had ever killed, although a good shot 
and living for quite a while on the fron- 
tier prospecting and mining. We took 
both hams and the choice bits, not for- 
tting the greatest delicacy to the 
ussians who owned Alaska before us, 
the nose, and sailed away again, regret-

ting that we were compelled to leave 
so much fine meat behind us. In fifteen 
minutes afterwards we floated out of 
the Newberry into the Yukon. The

124 miles long from Ah’k-lain; its valley 
picturesque and impressive throughout, 
while, in a more practical view, it was 
easily navigable for its whole length.
